Taxing Luxuries 


N IOWA CORRESPONDENT writes to the American 


Economic League on a subject of universal interest: 


The Professor of Sociology at Cornell College, Iowa, the other day 


told his class that single tax was unfair in that it would put no tax on 
monopolies other than land, and cited the moving picture industry ait 
example, saying that such luxuries should be heavily taxed. It is this 
argument among others that 1 wish to meet. 


The moving picture industry may be on its way to becom- 


ing; a monopoly, but it is certainly not so yet. 
If it should be- 


come one it will be thru taxation imposed directly or indirectly 
and thru connection of some in control of the industry with 
privileged interests able to help or hamper its development. 
Heavier taxation will only accelerate this process since it must 
lend to force out the smaller investors, necessitate higher 
charges and thus reduce patronage, and facilitate combination 
among those able to surmount these difficulties. 


It would not be the moving picture owners who would pay 


the tax, but their patrons. It was such taxation that made pos- 
sible a Whisky Trust.
